A state's supreme court has the ultimate authority over the judiciary's inherent administrative functions.* The authority to 
investigate, determine, and sanction judicial misconduct contained in the state constitution is a mechanism to ensure that the 


justice system maintains the respect of the public that is essential to its mission as the third branch of government.»
